Most of the men who
originally founded the company
are stil lactively associated with
it. H. T. Dyett, the founder, is
now chairman of the board. A.
D. Ross Fraser, president for ‘the
last 15 years, was another of the
original founders.

The Torrance plant, located at
1739 W. 213th St,, was acquired
by Rome Cable in 1950. The Tor-
rance facility is engaged «in the
manufacture of thinwall and rigid
steel conduit used for electrical
raceways, and also produces me-
chanical steel tubing used for fab-
ricating a variety of steel prod-
ucts

Approximately 200 people are
employed in the Torrance plant
and office, and during 1958 the
annual payrol was over one mil-
lion dollars.

Glenn Koger, general manager
of the Torrance Plant and a vice
president of ‘the corporation,
joined Rome Cable in 1954 and
has been very active in civic af-
fairs in Torrance. He has recent-
ly completed a successful drive
as campaign chairman for the
Community Chest in the Harbor
area.
